Reports  at  odds  over  religious  freedom  advances 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The  State 
Department's  annual  report  on  interna¬ 
tional  religious  freedom  contends  that  reli¬ 
gious  tolerance  in  Saudi  Arabia  and 
Vietnam  is  improving,  findings  that  contra¬ 
dict  an  earlier  and  harsher  assessment  on 
conditions  in  the  two  countries  from  the 
US.  Commission  on  International 
Religious  Freedom  (USCIRF). 

Concerning  Saudi  Arabia,  the  State  that 
Department  broke  its  seven-year  pattern  of 
saying  religious  freedom  “does  not  exist” 
in  Saudi  Arabia.  The  Sept.  15  US.  report  on 
religious  freedom  overseas  instead  noted 
that  there  “is  no  legal  recognition  or  pro¬ 
tection  of  religious  freedom,  and  it  is 
severely  restricted  in  practice."

grounds  in  Neshoba  County.  I 
had  heard  of  it  all  of  my  life, 
but  some  years  ago  I  went  for 
the  very  first  time.  You  may 
have  seen  pictures  and  you 
may  have  heard  descriptions 
of  what  the  Neshoba  County 
Fair  is  like,  but  if  you  have  not 
been  there  you  still  do  not 
know.  It  is  an  interesting  gath¬ 
ering  of  multiple  generations 
of  families  across  the  state  and 
beyond  whose  main  purpose 
seems  to  be  being  with  each 
other.  Oh,  I  know  they  have 
political  speeches,  rides,  hors¬ 
es,  and  food,  but  it  is  the  sit¬ 
ting,  talking,  smiling,  and  car¬ 
ing  that  always  seems  to  carry 
the  day.  To  experience  the 
warm  and  gracious  fellowship 
of  Mississippi  Baptists  might 
lead  you  to  think  that  our 
Convention  gathering  is  the 
spiritual  equivalent  of  the 
Neshoba  County  Fair.  Long¬ 
time  brothers  and  sisters  get 
together  and  are  reacquainted 
and  new  family  members  are 
welcomed  and  loved.  You  do 
not  need  to  miss  it! 

The  second  thing  that  hap¬ 
pens  at  the  Convention  is  that 
it  seems  like  every  year  some¬ 
one  or  a  number  of  folks  say 
to  me  something  like,  "1  did 


not  know  that  we  were  doing 
such  and  such,  or  I  was  not 
aware  that  we  were  helping 
here,  or  I  did  not  know  this 
was  available."  Healthy  busi¬ 
nesses  and  strong  organiza¬ 
tions  continually  have  the 
equivalent  of  refresher  cours¬ 
es  so  that  their  folks  will  stay 
informed  and  up  to  speed. 
The  Convention  meeting  is  in 
part  a  Baptist  refresher 
course.  We  are  reminded  of 
who  we  are,  from  whence  we 
have  come,  where  we  are 
going,  and  what  it  will  take  to 
get  there.  Even  then  some 
may  say,  "Well,  I  know  all  of 
that  so  why  should  I  come 
and  hear  it  again?"  Well,  you 
may  be  correct,  but  then  again 
there  may  be  things  that  you 
don't  know  and  for  sure  you 
will  hear  some  things  pack¬ 
aged  in  a  way  that  can  possi¬ 
bly  be  refreshing,  stimulating, 
and  encouraging.
